26th  June  last,  for  carrying  into  etiect  that  Treaty.

The  Queen’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

WHEREAS  by  an  .‘Vet  of  Parliament  made  and 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  thirty-third  and  thirty-fourth  years  of  the  reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  intitutled  “An  Act  for 
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“ ameiulinj^  the  liivv  relating  to  the  Extradition  of 
“Criminals,”  it  was  amongst  other  things  enacted, 
that  where  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  any 
foreign  State  witli  respect  to  the  surrender  to  such 
State  of  any  fugitive  criminals.  Her  Majesty  may,  by 
Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Act  shall  apply 
in  the  case  of  such  foreign  State:  and  that  Her 
Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or  any  subscqncnt  Order, 
limit  the  o|ieration  of  the  Order,  and  restrict  the  same 
to  fugitive  criminals  who  arc  in  or  suspected  of  being 
in  the  part  of  Her  Mnjesty\s  dominioTis  specified  in 
the  Order,  and  render  tile  oiieration  thereof  subject 
to  such  conditions,  excejitions,  and  qualilications  ns 
may  bo  deemed  expedient: 

And  whereas  a Treaty  was  eoncluded  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  .Marcli  last,  between  Her  .Majesty  and  the 
King  ol'  Denmark  for  the-Mutual  Extradition  of  Eugi- 
tive  Criminals,  which  Treaty'  is  in  the  terms  following  : 

Her  Majesty  tiie  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Ilritain  and  Ireland,  and  His  .Majesty  the  King 
of  Denmark,  having  judged  it  expedient,  with  a view 
to  the  better  administration  of  justice,  and  to  the 
prevention  of  crime  within  their  respective  territorie.s 
and  jurisilietions,  that  persons  charged  with  or  con- 
victed of  the  crimes  hereinafter  enumerated,  and 
being  fugitives  from  justice,  should,  under  certain 
circumstances,  be  reciprocally  delivered  up  ; their 
said  -Majesties  have  named  as  their  Plenipotentiaries 
to  conclude  a Treaty  for  this  purpose,  that  is  to  say  : 

Her  -Majesty  the  tjueeu  of  the  United  Kingdom  ot 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Sir  Charles  Lennox  Wyke, 
Knight  Commander  of  the  .Most  Honourable  Order  ol 
the  Ibith,  Her  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister 
Plenipotentiary  to  His  -Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark  ; 

And  His  -Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark,  Baron  Otto 
Ditley  Ilosenbrn  Lehn,  Knight  Commander  of  the 
Order  of  the  Danebrog  and  Danebrogsmand,  HiS 
Majesty’s  Minister  for  Eoreign  -Vfiiiirs; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  Articles  ; — 

Art.  I.  It  is  agreed  that  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and 
llis  Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark  shall,  on  requisitioa 
made  in  their  name  by  their  respective  Dijilomatic 
Agents,  deliver  up  to  each  other  reciprocally,  any 
persons,  excejit  native  born  or  naturalized  subjects 
of  the  party  upon  whom  the  requisition  may  be  made, 
who,  being  accused  or  convicted  of  any  of  the  crimes 
hereinafter  specified,  committed  within  the  territories 
of  the  requiring  party,  -Muill  be  found  within  the  ter- 
ritories of  the  other  party  : — 

1.  Murder,  or  attempt  or  conspiracy  to  murder. 

2.  Manslaughter. 

3.  Counterfeiting  or  altering  money,  or  uttering 
counterfeit  or  altered  money. 

4.  Forgery,  or  counterfeiting,  or  altering,  or  utter- 
ing what  is  forged,  or  counterfeited,  or  altered. 

5.  Embezzlement  or  larceny. 

6.  Obtaining  money  or  goods  by  false  pretences. 

7 Crimes  by  bankrupts  against  bankruptcy  laws. 

8.  Fraud  by  a bailee,  banker,  agent,  factor,  trustee, 

or  director,  or  member  or  public  officer  of  any  com- 
pany made  criminal  by  anj-  law  for  the  time  being  in 
force. 

9.  Rape. 

10.  Abduction 

11.  Child  stealing. 

12.  Burglary  or  liousebrcaking. 

13.  Arson. 

14.  Robbery  with  violence. 

15.  Threats  by  letter  or  otherwise  with  intent  to 
extort. 

10.  Piracy  by  law  of  nations. 

17.  Sinking  or  destroying  a vessel  at  sea,  or  at- 
tempting or  conspiring  to  do  so. 

18.  Assaults  on  board  a ship  on  the  high  seas  with 
intent  to  destroy  life  or  to  do  grievous  bodily  harm. 

19.  Revolt  or  conspirac}'  to  revolt  by  two  or  more 
persons  on  board  a ship  on  the  high  seas  against  the 
authority  of  the  master. 

Provided  that  the  surrender  shall  be  made  only 
■when,  in  the  case  of  a person  accused,  the  commis- 
sion of  the  crime  shall  be  so  established  as  that  the 
laws  of  the  country  where  the  fugitive  or  person  so 
accused  shall  be  found  would  justify  his  apprehen- 
sion and  commitment  for  trial  if  the  crime  had  been 
there  committed  ; and,  in  the  case  of  a person  alleged 
to  have  been  convicted,  on  such  evidence  ns,  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  country  where  he  is  found, 
would  prove  that  he  had  been  convicted. 

Art.  II.  In  the  dominions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty, 
other  than  the  Colonies  or  foreign  possessions  of  Her 
Majesty,  the  manner  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  follows  : 


1.  In  the  ca.se  of  a ])crson  accused — 

The  reiiuisition  for  the  surfeuder  shall  be  made  to 
Her  Britannic  .Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  ol'  State 
for  Foreign  Affairs  by  the  Minister  or  other  Diplo- 
matic Agent  of  His -Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark  at 
London,  accompanied  by  (1)  a warrant  or  other 
e(iuivalent  judicial  document  I'or  the  arrest  of  the  ac- 
cusedi  issued  by  a Judge  or  Magistrate  duly  authori- 
zed to  take  cognizance  of  the  acts  charged  against 
him  in  Denmark ; (2)  duly  authenticated  depositions 
or  statements  taken  on  oath  before  such  Judge  or 
-Magistrate,  clcarh'  setting  forth  the  acts  on  account 
of  which  the  fugitive  is  demanded;  and  (3)  a descrip- 
tion of  the  person  claimed,  and  any  other  particulars 
which  may  serve  to  identify  him.  The  said  Secretary 
of  State  shall  transmit  such  documents  to  Her  Britan- 
nic -Majesty’s  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
iiome  Department,  who  shall  then,  hy  order  under 
his  hand  and  seal,  signify  to  some  Police  Magistrate 
in  London  that  such  retpiisition  has  been  made,  and 
reiiuire  him,  if  there  be  due  cause,  to  issue  his  war- 
rant for  the  ap])rehension  of  the  fugitive. 

On  the  receipt  of  such  order  from  the  Secretary  ot 
.State,  and  on  the  iiroduction  of  such  cvidenc as 
would,  in  the  o])inion  of  the  ilagistrate,  justify  the 
issue  of  the  warrant  if  the  crime  had  been  committed 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  he  shall  issue  his  wtirrant 
accordingly. 

Wheil  the  fugitive  shall  have  been  apprehended  in 
virtue  of  such  warrant,  lie  shall  be  brought  before 
the  Police  Magi.=;trate  who  issued  it,  or  some  other 
Police  -Magistrate  in  London.  If  the  evidence  to  be 
then  produced  shall  be  such  as  to  justify,  according 
to  the  law  of  England,  the  committal  for  trial  of  the 
prisoner  if  the  crime  of  which  he  is  accused  had  been 
committed  in  England,  the  Police  Magistrate  shall 
commit  him  to  prison  to  await  the  warrant  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  his  surrender;  sending  'inme- 
diately  to  the  Secretary  of  State  a certificate  of  the 
committal  and  a reiiort  upon  the  case. 

-•Vftcr  the  expiration  of  a period  from  the  coniiuittal 
of  the  prisoner,  which  shall  never  be  less  than  fifteen 
days,  tlio  Secretary  of  State  shall,  by  order  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  order  the  fugitive  criminal  to  be  sur- 
rendered to  such  iierson  as  may  be  duly  authorized 
to  receive  him  ou  the  part  of  the  Government  of  his 
Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark. 

2.  In  the  case  ofa  [lerson  convicted — 

The  course  of  jiroceeding  sliall  be  the  same  as  in 
the  preceding  case  of  a person  accused,  except  that 
the  document  to  be  jiroduced  by  the  -Minister  or  dher 
Diplomatic  .Vgent  of  His  Danish  Majesty  in  snjiport 
of  his  requisition,  shall  clearly  set  forth  ;iie  crime  of 
wliich  the  person  claimed  has  been  convicteii,  and 
state  the  fact,  place,  and  date  of  his  conviction-  The 
evidence  to  be  produced  before  the  Police  Magistrate 
shall  be  such  as  would,  according  to  the  law  of 
England,  [irove  that  the  prisoner  was  convicted  of 
the  crime  charged. 

After  the  Police  Magistrate  shall  have  committed 
the  accused  or  convucted  person  to  prison  to  await 
the  order  ofa  Secretary  of  State  for  his  surrender, 
sucli  person  shall  have  the  right  to  apply  for  a writ  of 
habeas  corpus.  If  he  should  so  apply,  liis  surrender 
must  be  deferred  until  after  the  decision  of  the  Gourt 
upon  the  return  to  the  writ,  and  even  then  can  only 
take  place  if  the  decision  is  adverse  to  the  apiilic-.’iit. 
In  the  latter  case,  the  Court  may  at  once  order  his 
delivery  to  the  person  authorized  to  receive  him, 
without  the  order  ofa  Secretary  of  State  for  his  snr 
render,  or  commit  him  to  prison  to  await  such  order. 

Art.  111.  In  the  dominions  of  His  Majesty  the  King 
of  Denmark,  other  than  the  Colonies  or  Foreign  Pos- 
sessions of  His  said  Majesty,  the  manner  of  proceeding 
shall  be  as  follows: — 

1.  In  the  case  of  a person  accused — 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  shall  be  made  to 
the  -Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  of  His  Majesty  the 
King  of  Denmark  by  the  Minister  or  other  Diplomatic 
Agent  of  Her  Britannic  Jlajestj'  at  Copenhagen,  ac- 
companied by  (1)  a warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the 
accused,  issued  bj’  a Judge  or  Magistrate  duly 
authorized  to  take  cognizance  of  the  acts  charged 
against  him  in  Great  Britain  ; (2)  duly  authenticated 
depositions  or  statements  taken  on  oath  before  such 
Judge  or  Magistrate,  clearly  setting  forth  the  acts  on 
account  of  which  the  fugitive  is  demanded ; and  (3) 
a description  of  the  person  claimed,  and  any  other 
particulars  which  may  serve  to  identify  him.

Protocol  signed  at  Washington  on  the  Xiith  of  March, 
1873,  defining  the  Boundary  lAne  through  the.  Canal 
de  Haro,  in  accordance  with  the  Aicard  of  the 
Emperor  of  Germany  of  October  21,  1872. 

WHEREAS  it  was  provided  by  the  1st  Article  of 
the  Treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States  of  America,  signed  at  Washington  on  the  15th 
of  June,  1846,  as  follows  ; — 

“ARTICLE  I. 

“ From  the  point,  on  the  49th  parallel  of  n^rth 
latitude,  where  the  boundary  laid  down  in  existing 
Treaties  and  Conventions  between  Great  Britain  aiul 
the  United  States  terminates,  the  line  of  boundar}-, 
between  the  territories  of  Her  Britaunic  .Majesty  and 
those  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  continued  west- 
ward along  the  said  49th  parallel  of  north  latitude, 
to  the  middle  of  the  channel  which  separates  the 
Continent  from  Vancouver’s  Island  ; airl  thence 
southerly  through  the  middle  of  the  said  channel, 
and  of  Fuca’s  Straits,  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  ; provided, 
however,  that  the  navigation  of  the  whole  of  the  said 
channel  and  straits,  south  of  the  49th  jiarallel  of 
north  latitude,  remain  free  and  open  to  both  Parties.” 

And  whereas  it  was  provided  by  the  X.XXIVth 
Article  of  the  Treaty  between  flreat  Britain  and  the 
United  States  of  America,  signed  at  Washington  on 
the  8th  of  May,  1871,  as  follows  : — 

“ARTICLE  XXXIV. 

“ Whereas  it  was  stipulated  by  Article  1 of  the 
Treaty  concluded  at  Washington  on  the  15th  of  June, 
1846,  between  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  United 
States,  that  the  line  of  boundary  between  the  territo- 
ries of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  those  of  the  United 
States,  from  the  point  on  the  49th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  up  to  which  it  h'’4  .already  been  ascertained, 
should  be  continued  westward  along  the  said  parallel 
of  north  latitude  to  the  middle  of  the  channel  which 
separates  the  Continent  from  Vancouver’s  Island,  and 
thence  southerly  through  the  middle  of  the  said 
channel  and  of  Fuca  .Straits  to  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
and  whereas  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  two 
High  Contracting  Parties  to  determine  that  jiortion 
of  the  boundar^v  which  runs  southerly  through  the 
middle  of  the  channel  aforesaid  were  unable  to  agree 
upon  the  same  ; and  whereas  the  Government  of  Her 
Britaunic  Majesty  claims  that  such  boundary  line 
should,  under  the  terms  of  the  Treaty  above  recited, 
be  run  through  the  Rosario  Str.aits,  and  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  claims  that  it  should  be 
run  through  the  Canal  de  Haro,  it  is  agreed  that  the 
respective  claims  oi  iiie  Government  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty,  and  of  th.  Government  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  arbitration  and  award  of 
His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany,  who,  having 
regard  to  the  abo-  ementioned  Article  of  the  said 
Treaty,  shall  decide  thereupon,  finally  and  without 
appeal,  which  of  t lose  claims  is  most  in  accordance 
■with  the  true  interpretation  of  the  Treaty  of  June  15, 
1846.” 

And  whereas  Hi-;  .Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany 
has,  by  his  award  dated  the  21st  of  October,  1872,

Order  of  the  Bath,  Her  Britannic  Majest3’’s  Envoy 
E.xtraordinaiy  and  .Minister  Plcnipotentiaiy  to  the 
United  States  of  .\merica,  and  Rear-Admiral  James 
Charles  Prevost,  Commissioner  of  Her  Britannic  Ma- 
jesty' in  respect  of  the  boundary  aforesaid,  and 
Hamilton  Fish,  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United 
States,  duly  authorized  liy  their  respective  Govern- 
ments to  trace  out  and  mark  on  charts  jircparcd  for 
that  purpose  the  line  of  boundary  in  coiiformity  with 
the  award  of  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  German}-, 
and  to  complete  the  determination  of  ,so  much  of  the 
boundary  line  between  the  ]iosscssions  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  as  was 
left  uncompleted  by  the  Commissioners  heretofore 
appointed  to  carry  into  effect  the  1st  Article  of  the 
Treaty  ^of  15th  June,  1846,  have  met  together  at 
Washington,  and  have  traced  out  and  marked  the 
said  boundary  line  on  four  charts,  severally  entitled 
“North  America,  West  Coast,  Strait  of  Juan  de 
Fuca,  and  the  Channels  between  the  Continent  and 
Vancouver  Island,  showing  the  Boundary  Line,  be- 
tween British  and  American  Possessions,  from  the 
Admiralty  Surveys  by  Captains  H.  Kellett,  R.  N., 
1847,  and  fl.  H.  Richards,  R.N.,  1858-1862;”  and 
having  on  examination  agreed  that  the  lines  so  traced 
and  marked  on  the  respective  charts  are  identical, 
they  have  severally  signed  the  said  charts  on  behalf 
of  their  respective  Governments,  two  copies  thereof 
to  be  retained  by  the  Government  oi  Her  Britaunic 
.Majesty,  and  two  copies  thereof  to  be  retained  by  the 
Government  of  the  I’nited  States,  to  serve  with  the 
“ Definition  of  the  Boundary  Line”  attached  hereto, 
showing  the  general  bearings  of  the  line  of  boundary 
as  laid  down  on  the  charts,  as  a iierpctual  record  of 
agreement  belweeii  the  two  Governments  in  the  mat- 
ter of  the  line  of  boundary  between  their  respective 
dominions,  under  the  1st  Article  of  the  Treaty  con- 
cluded at  AVashington  on  the  15th  of  June,  1846.

Definition  of  the  Boundary  Line. 

The  chart  upon  which  the  boundary  line  between, 
the  British  and  the  United  States’  Po- sessions  is  laid 
down  is  entitled  “ North  America,  V.  cst  Coast,  Strait 
of  Juan  de  Fuca,  and  the  Channels  between  the  Con- 
tinent and  Vancouver  Island,  showing  the  Boundary 
Line  between  British  and  American  Possessions,  from 
the  Admiralty  Surveys  by  Captains  II.  Kellett,  R.N., 
1847,  and  G.  H.  Richards,  R.N.,  1858-1862.” 

The  boundary  line  thus  laid  down  on  the  chart  is 
a black  line,  shaded  red  on  the  side  of  the  British 
Possessions,  and  blue  on  the  side  of  the  Possessions 
of  the  United  States. 

The  boundary  line  thus  defined  commences  at  the 
point  on  the  49th  parallel  of  north  latitude  on  the 
west  side  of  Point  Robarts,  which  is  marked  by  a 
stone  monument,  and  the  line  is  continued  along  the 
same  parallel  to  the  middle  of  the  channel  which 
separates  the  Continent  from  Vancouver  Island,  that 
is  to  say,  to  a point  in  longitude  123°  19^  15'''  west, 
ns  shown  on  the  said  chart. 

It  then  proceeds  in  a direction  about  south  50°  east 
(true)  for  about  15  geographical  miles,  when  it 
curves  to  the  southward  passing  equidistant  between 
the  west  point  of  Patos  Island  and  the  east  point  of 
Saturna  Island  until  the  point  midway  on  a line 
drawn  between  Turn  Point  on  Stewart  Island  and 
Fairfax  Point  on  Moresby  Island  bears  south  68°  west 
(true),  distant  10  miles,  then  on  a course  south  68° 
west  (true)  10  miles  to  the  said  point  midway  be- 
tween 'furn  Point  or  Stewart  Island  and  Fairfax  Point 
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on  .Moi’i'.'liy  Isliuul,  thence  on  a course  about  south 
12°  IIO'  east  (true)  for  aboutS:}  miles  to  a ]ioint  due  east 
1 mile  from  the  northernmost  kelp  reef,  which  reef  on 
the  said  chart  is  laid  down  as  in  latitude  48°  33'  north 
and  in  longitude  123°  15'  west ; then  its  direction  con- 
tinues about  south  20°  15'  east  (true)  6J  miles  to  a 
point  midway  between  tiea  Bird  I’oint  on  Discovery 
Island  and  Pile  Point  on  Man  .Juan  Island,  thence  in 
a straight  line  south  45°  cast  (true)  until  it  touches 
the  north  cud  of  the  middle  bank  in  between  13  and 
18  fathoms  of  water ; from  this  point  the  line  takes  a 
general  south  28°  30'  west  direction  (true)  for  about  10 
miles,  when  it  reaches  the  centre  of  the  fairway  of  the 
Strait  of  .Juan  de  Piica,  which  by  the  chart  is  in  the 
latitude  of  48°  17'  north  and  longitude  123°  14'  40" 
west.
